N OTHING canexprefsthe furprize Leonora was in 
at this propofition, but revolving immediately the confe- 
quences either of denying or Complying with his requett, 
fhe faw iufficicntly into the diipofition of Kerme, to 
know he was capable of doing as he faid: and not doubt- 
ing but his c leath would lubjet her to worfe hazards than

{cruple to fatisfy him in every particular, and witha 
noble boldneis infeparable from a g: ood birt h, and real] 
merit, told him that he was of Scotch ibafceit; and 
nemed Montroffe, that the commander of the fleet was 
called Kerme, and that they were going to re-inforce 





the garrifons of thofe towns they had in Jamaica, The } 
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Marquis having received this intelligence, defired Mone 
trofle to ftay with Don Bernardo while he went to com- 
municate it to the Captain-General of the Spanifh forces ;

pofibly learn from them things which it is impoftible for 
the utmoft diligence of a flranger toarrive at. Montroffe 
affured him of his beft endeavours for his fatisfa€tion, 
and feemed net to doubt but that he fhould acc quit him. 
felf of this commifhion w ith juccefs, Thelewords gavea 


new life to the almoft expiring hope of Don Fern: er 
and he got all things prepared for the departure of thi 
faithful emilfary w io all poffible expedition,

W HILST fam upen this important fubje& of your
